"Toiyo, May 24— Jotaro Kavai, former Social Democratic P a rty leader, and Shir o Ozaki 
, noted novelist, are among the 526 persons who were purged by the Central Screening 
Commission from May 1 to 10, according to an announcement in the OFFICIAL GAZETTE 
today. Daring the 10-day Period, the CSC investigated 3,514 cases and cleared 
2,988 persons. 

"The purgees included Aahihei Hipoand Komatsu Mitamura, novelists; Kanichiro Kamil, 
former representative involved in the military uniform fraud case; Shuko Shirayanagi 
writer, and a large number of former navy officers. They were purged as their dpr 
peals against their provisional purge decisions were rejected. 

"Among those who -were purged automatically as they (failed to appeal) within the 
time -limit are Joahio Sofl age^ a rightists politician, foraer Genei*al Shun Tada, 
vr iters, *> men in press and publicity circles, former members of the Jimmu-kai, Sacred 
.War ^Proseoutibn League, Blood Brotherhood, and other rightist organizations.”
